The men 
were attracted to the car by a pecullar ring- 
ing of the gong by the motorman, who had 
noticed that the negro wore no union but- 
toh. The black man fied to the Twenty- 
second street police station, where he told the 
police his name was Fred Andrews,

Wu's Masterfal Sarcasm. 

I saw something of Mr. Wu when he was 
the Chinese envoy here. Never have I en- 
countered a brighter or more alert intelli- 
gence, a finer gift of insight, a keener sense 
of humor. It was a privilege to hear him 
talk to Americans, to watch him as he de- 
veloped our fatuous vanity, our imperturb- ~ 
able conviction of superiority. At times I 
have feared that he would give offense, so 
obvious was his exposure of the national 
weaknesses. 

Well do I recall a speech of his before a 
religious gathering and my astonishment at 
the applause he received for what was evi- 
dently intended as an attack—thinly veiled— ° 
upon their theology, their arrogancé, and 
their offensive and impertinent methods. 

As I afterwards learned by conversation 
with well informed persons, he expressed 
with perfect accuracy the feeling of the 
high caste Chinaman everywhere, and then 
I ascertained, also, that beneath his resent- 
ment of our hectoring, and far flercer than 
any indignation born of outside causes, was 
his contempt for the abject submission of 
his own government to what he regarded as 
barbarous and N insult.

Ernest wishes to leave, but Julian will not 
hear of it, and the first act ends with the 
six going in to dinner, Ernest escorting Teo- 
dora at her husband’s request, Pepito lend- 
ing his arm to his mother, and the two 
brothers being together. The scandal has 
had its effect, however. Ernest leaves the 
home, and lives in modest quarters, and 
here Julian and Severo come to visit him. 
They do not find him in and while waiting 
Julian admits that since learning of the 
gossip he himself has been unable to treat 
Teodora the same as before. Something has 
come between them. | 

Pepito arrives and tells of a duel, Ernest 
is to fight in defense of Teodora’s honor, a 
certain noble having spoken disrespectful- 
ly of her in public and Ernest having chal- 
lengéd him. Julian goes to dvenge the in- 
sult himself, and, doing so, is wounded. He 
is brought to Ernest’s room and there finds 
Teodora concealed. She had come to beg 
Ernest to avoid the fighting and hearing 
some one nad im the al- 
cove.
